Good Roads Resolution. 


R. C. Dunn's good roads resolutions 
went through flying. 
One aahs a con­ 
stitutional amendment providing a 1- 
m ill tax, the other for a legislative 
appropriation at the next session of a 
quarter of a mill tax and liberal leg­ 
islative appropriations thereafter. 
Better methods of procuring desir­ 
able 
immigrants for 
the 
unsettled 
lands of the state are asked for in a 
strong plank on that question. 
Manual 
training, 
rural 
township 
graded schools and the granting of 
liberal appropriations for the carry­ 
ing out of advanced methods in the 
schools of the state are urged, along 
with a proposition for the extension 
of the agricultural school system. 
The next legislature is asked to en­ 
act further suitable laws for the pro­ 
tection of laboring men and women in 
accordance with the report of the em­ 
ployers’ liability commission, which 
w ill be made to it. 
The legislature is 
also asked 
to 
revise the prim ary election law so as 
to do away with seine of its objection­ 
able features. 
Taking up the transportation ques­ 
tion tile resolutions declare the right 
of the state and nation to regulate 
railroads, and at the same time af­ 
firm the rights of railroads to charge 
rates that will yield a fair profit on 
actual investments. 
On the 
temperance 
question 
the 
convention went on record in favor of 
strict regulation and control of the 
liquor traffic, and pledges the p a r t y 
“ to a fair, full aud free considera­ 
tion of all legislation pertaining to 
the liquor traffic and its regulation.”
